A commissioner who investigated, on | 


behalf of the Government of Ontario, the 


question of compulsory automobile in- | 
surance, recommends against a statutory | 


requirement that all drivers must carry in- 
surance. 


Instead, he suggests that when a dri- | 


ver has been involved in an accident he be 
required to take out insurance before se- 
curing a renewal of his license. Exemp- 


tion from paying insurance premiums | 


would thus be the reward of those who by 
good luck or good management kept clear 
of road wrecks. 

But what good would this do to the 
victim of a driver's first accident; or to 
his family? Would they be helped to pay 
their hospital and doctor's bills by the 
knowledge that if he ever ran down an- 
other person, or smashed up another car, 


those concerned would be able to collect | 


damages from an insurance company? 

If the idea is to penalize the driver 
who gets mixed up in a road smash, the 
simpler way is to fine him, and let him pay 
the price of his folly or misfortune into 


the public treasury rather than into the | 


coffers of an insurance company. 

If the purpose is to protect the public 
against careless driving and bona fide “‘ac- 
cidents,” and that should be the purpose, 
the time to put on the insurance is before 
an accident happens—not af 


BEYOND THE BOUNDS 

May it be respectfully suggested to the 
bur,;i.ng fraternity of the city that there 
are certain limits beyond which they really 
should not go in the carrying on of th 
interesting and prof e avocation, if 
they hope to enjoy the continued tolera- 
tion of a patient but not unimpressionable 
public?

DOMINION HELP NEEDED 

Hon, Peter Heenan may be right in 
arguing that unemployment insurance is 
a matter for the provinces, and not the 
Dominion, to attend to.
